Section 1. Section §9-12-104 is amended to read:

The following sales and uses are exempt from the taxes imposed by this chapter:

(1) sales of aviation fuel, motor fuel, and special fuel subject to a Utah state excise tax
under Chapter 13, Motor and Special Fuel Tax Act;
